RESISTING PROPAGANDA 
The first reaction of a reader of the article 
on "Fifth Columnists” in the October Survey 
Graphic may he one of despair. How can 
ordinary people combat such a thoroughly 
organized propaganda system as that of the 
Nazis? A little further thought makes the 
reader more cheerful and determined. 
Any illegal propagandist activity may lie 
loft to the police authorities and the F.B.I. 
But there is something that every citizen 
truly believing rn democracy can do to de­ 
fend it against the destructive propaganda 
of the totalitarian groups. 
The first thing is to he clear in his own 
mind about the principles and praotii'es of 
democracy. That should make him immune 
to the campaign of racial prejudice which is 
part of the Nazi propaganda system in our 
own and other lands. Whispers of hatred of 
any racial or national groups are deliberately 
set going by enemies of our system. Accept­ 
ing them or condoning them aids such ene­ 
mies. 
Recognition of the ills in our social system 
and honest study and application of sug­ 
gested remedies present another bulwark 
against enemy propaganda. 
Such things may seem a little vague, but 
they are not. Outright lies are readily recog­ 
nized. Sly doubts and malicious criticism, 
since they may take advantage of honest 
riiticism, are harder to spot. They need to 
!>e fought by every citizen's knowing that 
wrongs may be righted by the democratic 
process.

INJECTION METHOD OF CURING HERNIA 


There are so m any individuals w ith hernia (rup­ 
ture! unwilling to undergo operation that the in­ 
jection m ethod of treatm ent has becom e very in s u ­ 
lar this |»ast five years. That the injection m ethod 
should be |K)pular is natural since it does aw ay w ith 
entering 
hospital, 
taking 
an anaesthetic, 
being 
“c u t ' w ith a ' k n ife', rem aining in hospital for two 
to three w eeks, and loss of em ploym ent for this 
tim e ami [»erha[>s for som e w eeks longer. 
To sim ply go to a surgeon's office once or twice 
a w eek for a few w eeks, lose no tim e from work, no 
hospital stay, no anaesthetic, no knife, seem s alm ost 
too good to he true. 
As a m atter of fact. the injection treatm ent is 
stiil too g«»od to bo true in the m ajority of eases, 
but the fact still rem ains that in carefully selected 
cases it is as effective as surgery. 
The Am erican M edical A ssociation in an attem pt 
to find out the exten t to which the injection treat­ 
m ent is being used in hospitals, sent out question­ 
naires to hospitals in 1936 and again in 194<'. 
The 
replies show that w ith the exception of one hos­ 
pital, all the hospitals are now m ore careful in 
selecting the eases they consider suitable for the 
injection method. Most surgeons believe that the in­ 
jection m ethod w ill never take the place of surgery 
and except in certain eases do not give as good a 
perm anent result as surgery.
